The  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough 
of  Saints  Ives  (Hunts.). 

Your  Worship  and  Members  of  the  Council, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  conditions  of  the  Borough  for  the  year 
1961. 

Although  a  slight  fall  in  the  Birth  Rate  occured  this  year 
as  compared  with  1960,  exactly  the  same  number  of  births 
were  credited  to  the  Town  and  coincidently,  although  there 
has  been  a  slight  increase  in  the  Death  Rate  exactly  the  same 
number  of  deaths  took  place  as  occured  the  previous  year. 

An  outbreak  of  measles  occured  in  the  first  and  second 
quarters  of  the  year  and  affected  over  230  of  the  children  in 
the  town  under  10  years  of  age.  The  infection  began  in  the 
neighbouring  Rural  District  where  the  incidence  was  almost 
exactly  twice  as  great  as  in  the  Borough  of  St.  Ives  itself. 

Owing  to  the  shortage  of  water,  byelaw  permission  could 
not  be  given  for  any  housing  developmemt  within  the  Borough 
and  similarly  no  progress  has  been  made  on  the  slum  clearance 
programme.  It  is  hopeful  that  in  the  very  near  future  progress 
will  be  made  in  this  direiction  as  the  water  position  improves. 

A  modified  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  scheme  has  been 
prepared  for  submission  to  the  Ministry,  and  negotiations  for 
the  purchase  of  land  for  pumping  stations,  etc.,  are  progress¬ 
ing.  This  scheme  will  be  a  tremendous  improvement  to  the 
town’s  amenities. 

The  construction  of  the  Water  Storage  tank  on  Houghton 
Hill  was  commenced  and  on  oomplotion  this  will  greatly 
help  to  solvd  the  pressure  problem  in  the  higher  parts  of  the 
town. 

In  conclusion  I  should  like  to  thank  Members  of  the 
Council  for  their  kindness  and  consideration  to  me,  and  to 
thedr  Officers  for  all  the  help  they  have  given  me  during  the 
year.

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REPORT  OF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 


Sanitary  Circumstances  in  the  Area. 


1.  Water  Supply. 

The  supply  position  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  was 
such  that  plans  for  the  erection  of  many  private  dwellings 
had  to  be  rejected  as  a  sufficient  and  satisfactory  supply  could 
not  be  assured  if  they  had  been  built.  Unfortunately  at  the 
end  of  the  year  the  position  was  no  better,  and  plans  still  had 
to  be  rejected. 

The  erection  of  a  Water  Tower  to  hold  500,000  gallons 
was  commenced  in  June,  and  it  was  hoped  to  have  it  in 
service  in  September  but  practical  difficulties  delayed  the 
completion. 

In  order  to  increase  the  quanity  of  water  available  for 
the  Borough  a  Scheme  was  in  preparation  for  linking  a  new 
10"  main  with  the  supply  provided  to  Ramsey  Urban  District 
by  Cambridge  Water  Company. 

Approximately  1^  miles  of  new  mains  were  laid  during 
the  year  as  follows

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2.  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

The  Council  prepared  a  Scheme  for  the  extension  of  its 
sewers  in  the  Houghton  Hill  area  in  order  that  the  septic 
tanks  in  that  district  which  were  causing  trouble  could  be 
done  away  with.  Actual  work  was  not  commenced  during 
the  year  but  Tenders  had  been  accepted. 

In  order  to  allow  development  tO’  proceed  in  the  northern 
part  of  the  Borough  a  Scheme  was  prepared  for  the  extension 
of  the  Pound  Ground  sewage  works.  The  work  commenced 
but  will  not  be  completed  until  Spring  of  1962. 

The  Ministry  Inspector’s  Report  on  the  modified  Main 
Drainage  Scheme  was  received  and  negotiations  were  com¬ 
menced  for  the  purchase  of  sites  needed  for  pumping  stations 
and  works.  Unfortunately  these  negotiations  have  taken 
much  longer  than  was  anticipated. 

The  Consultant  Engineers  have  been  preparing  a  Scheme 
for  submission  to  the  Ministry  and  have  incorporated  certain 
additional  sewers  requested  by  the  Council. 


3.  Rivers  and  Streams. 

No  works  were  carried  out  during  the  year. 


4.  Closet  Accx)mmodation. 

The  collection  of  night-soil  from  the  remaining  houses 
needing  this  service  has  again  been  undertaken  by  the  Rural 
District  Council  by  Contract.  The  number  of  pails  needing 
collection  has  again  been  reduced. 


5,  Public  Cleansing. 

The  neighbouring  Rural  District  Council  has  again  carried 
out  the  refuse  collection  satisfactorily.  The  number  of  dust¬ 
bins  increased  during  the  year  with  the  number  of  new  houses 
and  the  figure  will  increase  considerable  during  the  coming 
year. 

6.  Swimming  Pool. 

Application  for  Planning  permission  for  the  use  of  a  site 
on  Houghton  Road  for  a  swimming  pool  was  made  and 
objections  were  raised.  An  Inquiry  was  held  on  11th  October 
and  the  result  is  awaited. 
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7.  Shops  Act. 

No  infringements  were  found  during  the  year. 


8.  Caravan  Sites. 

Amendments  were  made  during  the  year  to  the  Conditions 
fixed  for  the  Caravan  Site  off  Needingworth  Road,  and  works 
were  commenced  in  the  Autumn. 


9.  Smoke  abatement. 

No  infringements  were  found  during  the  year. 

10.  Bed  Bugs. 

No  reports  of  infestation  were  received  during  the  year 
and  no  premises  were  found  to  be  infested. 

11.  Rat  and  Mice  Destruction. 

The  Rodent  Operator  has  continued  to  inspect  properties 
and  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  the  amount  of  infestation 
discovered  was  very  slight.

During  the  year  21  applications  were  made  for  Standard 
Grants,  17  were  approved  and  2  were  later  withdrawn  by  the 
applicants.  Of  the  remaining  2  applications  one  was  refused 
because  the  work  involved  repairs  and  not  improvements  and 
the  other  was  refused  as  it  was  proposed  to  provide  facilities 
additional  to  those  already  there  and  which  were  therefore 
not  necessary.  Two  applications  were  made  for  Discretionaiy 
Grants,  one  of  which  was  approved.  The  remaining  applica¬ 
tion  was  turned  down  because  the  Council  was  not  satisfied 
that  the  house  would  have  a  useful  life  of  30  years.
